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Former St. Anthony trustee says 
nuns ‘hijacked’ gift to hospita

Leonard Daloia considers himself to 
be a good Catholic with a deep and abid- 
ing respect for the church and its teach- 
ings. But that won't stop him from 
continuing his\legal battle with the Fran- 
ciscan nuns who, he said, "hijacked" a 
$259,161 charitable gift earmarked to 
serve the "sick and the poor" of Colum- 
bus. 

‘Daloia, a Whitehall resident, is trustee 


of a fund established by his late aunt, . 


Clara Monte, and her sister, Bertha 
Crisafi. In 1990, he wrote a check for 
$259,161 to St. Anthony with the under- 
standing that the money would bespent 
to help the “sick and the poor” of Colum- 
bus. Officials of the Franciscan founda- 
tion persuaded him that the most value 
could be derived from the bequest by 
investing the money in the Franciscan 
Health System, Inc.,.of Brooklyn, New 
York 

The health system was the operating 
subsidiary of the Franciscan Sisters of 
the Poor Foundations. "They said they 
could get a higher rate of return in New 
York. But we had a clear understanding 
that the money was to be spent here 
preferably at St. Anthony,” Daloia said. 
When the Franciscans sold the hospital 
two years later (it is now called Park 
Medical Center), Daloia -- who had been 
a member of the board of trustees of 
Franciscan Health System's central Ohio 
subsidiary -- asked that the money be 
diverted to another hospital or charitable 


institution in Columbus, in keeping with ° 


the intent of the bequest. 

When the Franciscans decided in- 
stead to spend the money at the St 
Elizabeth Hospital in Dayton, Daloia took 
them to court. Judge Deborah P. O'Neill 
of the Court of Common Please ruled 
against him early last month, agreeing 
with the health system that the Dayton 
hospital was their nearest facility to 
Columbus,with a similar mission to St 
Anthony's and that using the money 
there would not be in violation of the 
intention of the trust

Family opens their home 
and hearts to foster children 


When Lisa Vinson was 15 years old, she complained about peng an only child 
and wondered if her parents would ever do anything about her predi 

she never expected that their response would gain her 49 "brothers and sisters." 
However, Marcellus and Emma Vinson found that through foster parenting, they 
could please their daughter and at the same time provide a safe haven for abused 
and neglected children under the care of Franklin County Children Services 


"Celebrate Family" is the theme FCCS selected to promote National Foster 
Care Month this May. Celebrating families is a common denominator to foster 
parenting. Foster parents provide a safe and nurturing home for children until they 
can ‘return to their birth families or move on to adoption, In many ways, foster 
parents are the link some families neéd in order to celebrate. 

From 1981 to 1990 Marcellus. and Emma Vinson cared for 49 foster children. 
Any child with need, ranging from birth to young teenagers, could find comfort and 
security in the Vinson household. Of course, this arrangement brought joy to Lisa 
rovided her with much needed companionship. “It was really exciting,” . 
recalled Lisa. “By the time we received the first two children, 1 was in the process 
of getting my driver's license so we went everywhere together.” 

Mrs. Vinson 
ragalled the time when she accepted a sibling group and one of the children was 
deaf. "While everyone was ying to learn sign language, the little boy was trying

I cannot remember victory Europe (VE) Day

| can remember Pearl Harbor 
Day. | was getting ready to leave the 
house on that infamous Sunday to 
go to church services. My reaction 
was, "What is Pearl Harbor?’ 

| can remember the day the late 
President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt died. | was in an over- 
seas military encampment area 
watching a special film of a tearful 
Vice President Harry S. Truman an- 
nouncing the death of the president, 
that was prepared for enlistment 
men’s viewing appealing to the men 
to keep on fighting to victory. He 
was in awe of the responsibility 
thrust upon him as the new wartime 
president 

| can remember the day the late 
President John F. Kennedy was as- 
sassinated in Dallas, Texas. | was 
at work, processing mail, in the post 
office facility in the federal building 
on Marconi Boulevard 

But | cannot specifically remem 
ber the’ details of Victory Day in 
Europe. | know that | was with my 
unit, the 1553rd Engineer Heavy 
Ponton Battalion in some small 
town in Germany. Our mission was 
to build a heavy duty ponton bridge 
unit over rivers the retreating Ger- 
man army would destroy, to slow 
the allied forces (especially the 7th 
Army, of which we were.a part)-ad- 
vancing. These temporary bridges 
were strong enough to support the 
weight of tanks and heavy vehicles 
The 7th Army activities were 
stopped completely, while we 
bridged the Rhine River for them to 
cross, and link up with the 3rd Army 
in pursuit of the retreating Ger- 
mans 

The excitement of the VE Day 
announcement was probably lost to 
me due to the follow-up an- 
nouncement that we prepare to 
load up and convoy to southern 
France to sail to the 
China/Burma/India (CBI) Theatre of 
Operation to fight the Japanese 
That tock all of the joy out of VE Day 
for us. It was almost a year and a 
half of steady combat preparation 
and combat duty from North Africa, 
to Italy, to the invasion of Southern 
France at St. Tropaz, slugging it out 
with German forces through France 
and into Germany. VE Day meant 
moving to a new combat zone to

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ubilah Shabazz, the daughter of Malcolm X, 

has accepted a "deal" offered by Federal 

prosecutors, under which she will undergo two 
years of psychiatric and substance abuse treatment in 
lieu of standing trial for allegedly plotting to have Nation 
of Islam leader Louis Farrakhan assassinated. The 
“deal” was consummated on the eve of jury selection, 
and, according to news reports, was offered only be- 
cause Federal prosecutors knew that they were going 
to have a tough time prosecuting the case. 

The whole case surrounding Qubilah Shabazz has 
been a disgrace. When the charges were first an- 
nounced, we said that it smelied of a setup, and now, 
in retrospect, we were right. The government's key 
witness in the case was an acknowledged informant, a 
snitch who received $45,000 from the F.B.!. for his role 
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Shabazz case a disgrace 
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Editor, Gen. Mgr./ Advertising Director 
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in the setup. Tragically, the informant knew Shabazz 
since childhood, and capitalized upon their acquain- 
tance, and the fact that she had experienced emotional 
problems as a result of her father's assassination 
several years earlier. 

Then, when tape recordings of the alleged plot 
became public, it seemed as though the idea (to as- 
sassinate Farrakhan) was more the informant's idea 
than that of Shabazz. This waste of taxpayer funds and 
obvious entrapment does not surprise us in the least. 
The Shabazz case should serve our community as both 
a reminder and a warning, that there are still many 
embedded in the justice system, who would do any- 
thing to make a case, no matter how wrong or unjust 
the means. 


It serves Wilson right 


alifornia Governor Pete Wilson's Presidential 
hopes have been dashed by thé-recent revela- 
tion that he hired an illegal immigrant as a 
housekeeper in the late 1970's. While this action oc- 
curred several years ago, Wilson should be held to the 
same standard as several of President Clinton's 
nominees for Federal positions, who have had potential 
careers in public service quashed as a result of hiring 
undocumented aliens or failing to pay social security 
taxes for employees. 
There is also a degree of poetic justice here too. As 
Governor of Calitornia, Wilson supported Proposition 
181, astate initiative that denies basic services to illegal 


aliens and their families. While still being deliberated in 
the courts, passage of the initiative was a dark day in 
the history of the nation that has embraced European, 
Middle Eastern and Asiah refugees by the millions, but 
has been much less tolerant of Blacks and Hispanics 
hoping to share the American dream. 

As for-Wilson, we guess that he has been exposed 
for what he is, apparently lacking the compassion or 
sense of fairness that we believe a President should 
have. What other conclusion can one make about a 
man for whom undocumented aliens are good enough 
to clean his bathroom, but not good enough to receive 
a decent meal or medical care’ 


Handle districts with care 


Ts Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals has finally 
ruled in the case challenging the Republican- 
drawn districts in the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives. In it's decision, the Court ruled that eight 
predominately Black house districts must be redrawn, 
because the Republican-dominated Apportionment 
Board improperly stacked Black voters in the districts. 

The decision was met with applause by members of 
BEDO, the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio and the 
Ohio House Democratic leadership. That is because 
the Court's order to redraw the districts could potentially 


increase the influence of Black voters in some new 
districts, and result in the potential election of more 
Blacks and certainly more Democrats to the legislature, 

When the new districts are redrawn, however, we 
urge caution. While the prospects for increased Black 
voter influence mai m appealing, lawmakers must 
be ever vigilant to inSure that the reapportionment does 
not backfire. This could happen easily if the districts are 
redrawn and Black voting power is diluted too much 
Then, we could be faced with a situation where fewer 
Blacks are elected to the legislature. 


For fair apportionment 


or 16 years, a Black represented the city of 

Whitehall, a predominately-white suburb of 

Columbus. The district, originally the 29th. 
House District, first Housed the controversial former 
disc jockey Les Brown and later Ray Miller, Both of 
these candidates won overwhelmingly -- by more than 
60 percent of the vote -- in.a district that was never more 
than 40 percent Black, and in a district where they were 
almost always opposed by a white candidate. 

For even longer than that, a Black person repre- 
sented Bexley, another predominately-white suburb. 
First Phale D. Hale, and later Otto Beatty, represented 
the affluent suburb as part of a larger district. Although 
the district was rarely (if ever) 50 percent Black, the 
politicians, again, routinely received more than 80 to 70 
percent of the vote, even against white candidates. 

Now, Bexley and Whitehall -- and Gahanna --are all 
represented by one legislator -- a white Republican. 
According to the Ohio constitution and federal stand- 
ards, the district must be contiguous; and these three 
cities are connected only by a strand along Broad St. 
if this district were a majority-Black district, the argu- 
ment might be made that it promoted “political apart- 
heid". But instead, it is a part of the key evidence in 
what was an important decision by a three-judge 
federal pane! that the 1991 Republican-controlled 
reapportionment was unconstitutional, 

lt was a decision applauded by Democrats and 
railed against by Republicans. But we believe that the 
interest of fairness -- the most important ‘interest in 
government -- is served by the decision of a federal 
three-judge panel that the Republicans, in 1991, had 
improperly used race in order to reapportion the state's 
legislative districts, 

The decision turns on the explicit statements of 
those who shaped the Republican reapportionment 
plan in 1991 that they believed the Voting Rights Act 
required them to maximize the number of majority- 
minority districts in the state, This strategy, which they 
entered into aggressively, meant that the Republicans 
pulled Blacks oot of various districts and-packedthem 
into districts which gave them. a Black majority, or 
near-majority. 

In Columbus, this strategy did not result in tHe 
election of any more Black legislators, But it did result 


. ‘ 


Blacks now represented no more than eight percent in 
any other district in Franklin County, Blacks had, by 
virtue of the Republican plan, been effectively neutral- 
ized in their ability to affect the elections in more than 
two districts, 

Republicans have charged that this was a “political 
decision". But we believe that this decision is consis- 
tent with the express statements of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

The U.S. Supreme Court, in the Shaw v, Reno case, 
had said that a district plan, "though racial on its face, 
rationally cannot be understood as anything other than 
an effort to separate voters into different districts on the 
basis of race, and that the separation lacks sufficient 
justification." 

The three-judge panel found that there was no 
Sufficient justification to break up districts in which 
Blacks were being elected with strong white support 
simply in order to pack more Blacks into those districts, 
It held that there was no specific directive in the Voting 
Rights Act which mandated the creation of majority- 
minority districts; that there was only such a respon- 
sibility to remediate an identified pattern of 
racially-charged voting. The panel found that, in. most 
distriéts in the-state, this had not been formally found. 
And it ordered that eight districts be redrawn in order 
to comply with the law, 

The Republicans have planned to appeal, A voice 
of wisdom in this case is Republican State Party Chair- 
man Bob Bennett, who -- while decrying the ruling -- is 
recommending that, rather than fighting, the state, 
simply comply. 

We applaud Bennett's view. We believe it is time to 
put this divisive case behind the state. 

We also believe that fairness -- not political ex- 
pediency for either party -- demands a system of ap- 
portiohment that does not attempt to utilize the Voting 

ights Act as a subterfuge tb gerrymander districts for 
partisan advantage. That kind of cynicism undermines 
the-purpose.and meaning of the Voting Rights Act -- 
and the faith of all, Black and white, in our repre- 
sentative democracy. 


in the oh ep of Black voting power in the city, as 
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Race is the TNT of politics -- and 
society. 

It is a weapon of devastating 
power, which can immediately 
reshape the landscape into which it 
is tossed. Certainly it has an ap- 
propriate use; at the same time, it 
must be used carefully -- not indis- 
criminately -- or else it will do extraor- 
dinary damage, and cause profound 
pain, without any redeeming virtue. 

Sadly, that hand grenade is 
tossed about all too frequently in our society. Conser- 
Vatives complain that it is used too often by Blacks who 
accuse whites of "racism" to cover their own failings; 
that it-is used to tarnish_those who simply havea 
difference of opinion on issues such as affirmative 
action, that its use by Blacks and liberals obscures 
more than it enlightens the problems ot our society. 

But Blacks and liberals aren't the only ones to use 
race. Race, after all, can be used by conservatives as 
well, depending on the circumstance. 

Blacks have complained that, at least occasionally, 
white personne! directors will use race ("affirmative 
action requirements") as the reason for failing to hire 
or promote a white candidate -- in some cases as a 
subterfuge designed to salve the feelings of the hurt 
white candidate. But such a use of race has the 
tendency to diminish the legitimate goals of affirmative 
action, evenecas it creates unnecessary hostility in 
whites to affirmative action programs. 

{n Columbus, when former Safety Director Leonard 
Keller was challenged regarding the overruling of 
recommendations to reject certain candidates for 
police officer, he gave as his reasom‘or transferring the 
background staff members complaining that they had 
been rejecting too many minority and female can- 
didates -- even though most of the candidates who 
were being challenged were white males. In Keller's 
case, it was particularly galling that he had used racial 
fairness as his reasoning, since depositions from the 
department's EEO officers Indicated what appeared to 
be Keller's strong aversion to affirmative action efforts, 

In the battle over the 1991 Republican-controlled 
reapportionment of state legislative districts -- which, 
apparently, has been won (at least for the moment) by 
Statewide Democrats, the question of using race has 
come up again, 

A three-judge federal pane! voted 2-1 that the 
Republican apportionment plan violated the rights of 
white voters. The panel's argument was that, by argu- 
ing that the Voting Rights Act required the aggregating 
of Blacks ‘into majority-minority districts, the state 
Republicans improperly made race the basis of reap- 
portionment in a number of districts. 

According to the panel majority, the Republicans 
actively used race to redraw district lines despite the 
fact that there was no evidence in the districts in 
question that they were racially polarized. 

“Using race to draw lines to concentrate black voters 
in discrete legislative districts ... without legally cog- 
nizable justification, is incompatible with the constitu- 
tion, as now interpreted by the Supreme Court," the 
decision said. 

The pane! majority has ordered the state to redraw 
eight of the state's districts represented by Black legis- 
lators in order to make them more fair,

For reasons beyond me and others with rational 
minds, the East Cleveland naire awarded a con- 
tract to waste hauling giant BF! even though another 
company, Waste M int, offered a lower price 
for comparable service.

Of course, the battle over these districts has been 
joined between the Republicans and the Democrats 
for the past four years. And while the debate has been 
on race, the true issue Is, obviously, Republican versus 
Democratic-centrol, 

But there has been a boatload of cynicism on both 
sides of the aisle on that issue. Early on, the 
Republicans were solemnly swearing that it was ab- 
solutely essential to aggregate Blacks into tighter dis- 
tricts in order to protect hard-won minority gains -- an 
argument that has been pretty curious, being argued 
by politicians who have generally not been in the 
forefront of the battle to maintain those gains, 

At the same time, the Democrats used the issue of 
race as their hook to take the case into court. Once in 
court, according to sources ‘familiar with the negotia- 
tions, the Democrats were much more concerned 
about some of the districts of white Democrats even 
outside the areas in question than the eight disputed 
districts in the plan, 

State Republican leader Bob Bennett expressed the 
concern that the only result of the decision has been 
to “feed the lawyers, It's a feeding frenzy by the 
lawyers at the public trough." 

But there is a greater danger in this whole debate: 
the increased polarization caused by the inappropriate 
use of race. Columbus attorney Percy Squire, in 
analyzing the case, said of the Republicans, "it was 
stated that they had to divide voters 6n the basis of 
race to comply with the Voting Rights Act. That simply 
is not true,” 

But the use of race as the motive by Republicans 
for making an essentially political decision to protect 
and advance the interests of white Republicans -- 
especially when such steps are not, in fact,.necessary 
-- sends a potent message to the public: that race Is 
somehow the be-all and end-all of our political system. 

It is ironic that, at a time when the Republican Party 
nationally is focusing attention on the corrosive effects 
of “counting by race” -- and is, in fact, making affirm- 
ative action a national whipping-boy -- the Ohio 
Republican political leaders would predicate a key 
portion of their whole reapportionment plan on a 
oven designed specifically to maximize the voting 
strength of Blacks, Either that is a sign of a powerful 
commitment to the interests of minorities that is counter 
to the national trend -- or it is simply the use of a racial 
stratagem to achieve other ends. 

In the short term, such strategies may work -- on 
both sides of the aisle. But if those hand grenades are 
lobbed too eguanny by all parties, the entire 
landscape may be unalterably ruined -- and all of us, 
Black and white, may end up feeling the pain.

One thing about best-selling fiction, it 
doesn't seem to be a boys’ club, At least not 
a club where many Black men are allowed 
membership. The name of only one Black 
male author comes to mind when | think of 
modern fiction: Walter Mosley. Mosley's 
murder mysteries, most of which feature the 
black detective character Easy Rawlins, have 
fans such as President Clinton 

Maybe Black male authors don't get as 
much media hype as their female counter- 
parts. But try as | might, | can't think of a male 
equivalent to Alice Walker or Maya An- 
geou There is no Black John Grisham or 

om Clancy 

We've come a long way, baby, as the 
saying goes. But we still have a long way to 
go. It's great that there are Terry McMillans 
and BeBe Moore Campbells doing well, but 
much of Black literature still centers on the 
negative side of Black life 

Yes, we all need to learn about the horrors 
of slavery and have compassion for those 
who are suffering in the ghetto, But not every 
Black person is a victim or leads a tragic life 
As Maya Angelou once said, African- 
Americans have not only survived racism, 
we've survived "with a little humor, a little 
class and a little style." 

“Waiting to Exhale" was such a success 
because it was FUN and ENTERTAINING 
The book celebrates Black women, even if 
the characters do indulge in a little too much 
male-bashing 

Maybe one day we'll have Black authors 
who can crank out books every year that sell 
as much as Danielle Steel and Stephen 
King. It's shocking and unfortunate that 
writers who are as talented as Sonia 
Sanchez and Nikki Giovanni aren't, mil- 
lionaires and have to struggle to support 
themselves by teaching at universities 

Aftican-Americans. are more than-ade- 
quately represented in the worlds of sports 7 
and music. Someday we'll conquer the 
literary realm as well

1920-1950," organized by the Southern 
Ohio Museum and Cultural Center in 
Portsmouth, i6 on display at the Riffe 
Gallery now through Saturday, June 17 
The 39 paintings present images that are 
the products of the American cultural, 
political and economic climate of the 
1920s, '30s and ‘40s 

With the current interest in redefining 
and reassessing American culture, art 
produced by Midwestern painters be- 
tween the end of World War and the end 
of World War II is being viewed with 
increasing interest. The paintings create 
a bridge to a wider culture, geography 
and history, and shed critical light on 
older Midwest American paintings. 

Midwestern art in the 1920s, ‘30s and 
‘40s was influenced by continuing in- 
dustrialization, a political and economic 
climate that resulted in the Great Depres- 
sion and the effects of the modernist 
movement on regional artists 

As the Midwest moved from being 
primarily an agricultural society in the 
19th century to becoming increasingly 
industrial in the early 20th century, what 
had been a frontier region of farms and 
smalitowns—became-a-major _part-of 
America's industrial machine. Those 
rapid changes excited some people and 
frightened others. In this exhibition

Reclaiming African-centered culture 


rican Heritage Studies 
ssociation confab theme

Reclaiming the African-centered cul- 
ture was the central theme of this year's 
annual conference of The African 
Heritage Studies Association. The con- 
ference was held recently in Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

Many came to the program indicating 
that there is an urgency in the African- 
American community to reclaim the cul- 
ture of African Americans. "Our youth are 
in crisis," said Otherine Neisler from 
Boston College, In her presentation she 
called for an intra-generational con- 
ference where culture would be at the 
top of the agenda. "Culture is key to any 
society, it is the moral fiber in which we 
live," she said. Many of the scholars 
blamed racism for the problems that 
exist in the African-American com- 
munity, African-Americans have consis- 
tently been taught that their culture is not 
important. This causes a low self-es- 
teem which translates into many 
problems. Some scholars said there 
have been some changes made. "It is up 
to us now as AfricanyAmericans to put 
Culture at the top of the agenda," Dr. 
Neisler said. 

There were also recommendations 
that all programs sponsored by African 
Americans include cultural rituals such 
as libations, another recommendation 
suggested rites of passage programs as 


"These (are) people who | have read 
their works." 

Thanks to Dr. William E. Nelson Jr., 
president of the African Heritage and the 
National Conference Coordinator, and 
S, Yolanda Robinson for giving me the 
Opportunity to present my work," said 
Mark Mooney. "! am also appreciative of 
the work of Vicki Cosby-Jefferson and 
Shirley Turner,"-he said. Mooney not 
only participated as moderator, he 
presented. a paper on environmental 
racism at the conference. 

The conference recognized Cornell 
and Temple University for their contribu- 
tions to Black Studies, Molefi Asante, 
Temple University, was recognized for 
contribution to Africentricity, and William 
E. Nelson Jr. was recognized for 25 


part of civic, social and Greek organiza- 7 


tions. 

While many of the papers and 
scholars talked about the crisis of African 
American youth it was a wonderful feel- 
ing to see the future leaders participating 
on the program. Fifteen students repre- 
sented The Ohio State University, Cor- 
nell and Temple University had over 20 
students on the program. Many students 
presented papers and moderated 
panels. 

Many OSU students commented 
about the importance of their participa- 
tion when they returned, Erin Moore, a 
graduate student in Black Studies, said 
she will never forget participating on the 
program. She said her best experience 
was talking to the “elders,” citing John 
Henrik Clarke and Yosef Ben-Jochanan.

Hundreds of claims have been 
made regarding the ideal fat:burn- 
ing exercise(s). A number of 
products claim to be superior at 
utilizing fat and reducing inches. 
How do we ds consumers dispel the 
myths from reality? The following 
information by Ralph LaForge, 
M.S., and Daniel Kosich, Ph.D.., fit- 
ness experts, hopefully will help. 

The Secret: Total Calories 

Fat supplies a relatively large 
percentage of the energy require- 
ments during prolonged low-inten- 
sity exercise (30-plus minutes at 
less than 50 percent of aerobic 
capacity). But at this low intensity, 
fat. (as well as carbohydrate) is 
burned at a relatively slow rate (ap- 
proximately three to five kilo 
calories per minute). By contrast, 
higher intensity aerobic exercise 
uses a smaller percentage of fat but 
results in greater total calorie ex- 
penditure. 

When total fat use is calcujated, 
researchers have found that more 
total fat is burned at higher exercise 
intensities (70 to 75 percent of 
aerobic capacity), at least up to the 
highest intensity an exerciser can 
sustain without going to exhaustion. 
The selective use of fat as a fuel, 
specifically at lower intensities, 
does not translate into greater fat 
loss, regardless of how tempting it 
is to draw this conclusion, The more 
important focus with regard to ener- 
gy production, or calories ex- 
pended, is not the percentage of 
energy coming from fat, but rather 
the total volume of fat used and the 
total number of calories expended. 

For Sedentary or Older In- 
dividuals: 

The faster you walk, step, dance, 
cycle or run, the more calories you 
use per minute. However, for those 
who have been sedentary, high-in-

ability to sustain exercise for a long 
time. For that reason, low-intensity 
exercise is more effective in the in- 
itial stages of training because it 
enhances exercise duration and 
total calorie expenditure. 

To help in your weight manage- 
ment and exercise efforts, use the 
following guidelines 

1. Try “interval training” (alter- 
nately speeding up and slowing 
down) when walking or running. 
This enables an.exerciser to burn 
more total calories in a given ses- 
sion. 

2. Develop a reasonable level of 
cardiorespiratory fitness. (Exercise 
three to four times per week for 25 
to 40 minutes at moderate inten- 
sities.) 

3. To increase the rate of fat loss, 
gradually increase exercise dura- 
tion to 50 to 60 minutes or more at 
least three to five days per week 
and raise the intensity.as high as 
you can safely sustain it. 

4. Try to include strength training 
twice per week to increase muscle 
mass.

tensity exercise compromises the 
Stroke risk for Blacks higher at younger ages 


Younger African Americans have 
an even higher risk of death from 
strokes than previously recognized, 
a new report says. While earlier 
estimates place African American's 
overall stroke risk at one-and-a-half 
to two times that of whites, that risk 
is actually about four times higher 
for African Americans ages 44 to 55, 
according to researchers. Why? 
Because age-specific. mortality 
data tend to "hide" the true extent of 
the problem in the younger African- 
American population, say the 
authors of the report in a recent 
issue of the American Heart As- 
sociation Journal on Stroke, 

Investigators used data from the 
National Longitudinal Mortality 
Study to compare the relative bur- 
den of stroke mortality on African- 
American and Hispanic populations 
to that of whites. Risk between eth- 
nic groups differed greatly by age, 
their report says. The "hazard ratio" 
for both African-American men and 
women was more than four times 
that of whites age 45 but 
"decreased dramatically" with age 
to a level marginally below that of 
whites by age 85. 

The researchers contend that 
Statistical averaging of ‘the wide 
variances between ages seriously 
understates risk among younger 
African Americans. Because the 
African-American stroke and death 
fates greatly exceed whites at 
young ages while they are about 
equal at older ages, “studies that 
use age adjustment are likely to 
obsvure differences in BlackAwhite 


stroke mortality." They continue, 
"The estimated excess of ap- 
proximately 4.0 in our report for the 
relatively young African-American 
population is of the extreme interest 
not only because the age group at 
risk implies a greater morbidity and 
loss of productivity." 


Stroke occurs when a blood ves- 
sel bringing oxygen and nutrients to 
the brain bursts or is clogged. Be- 
cause of the rupture or blockage, 
part of the brain does not get the 
oxygen it needs. Nerve cells, in 
turn, will die within minutes. When 
the newer cells cannot function, 
neither can the part of the body 
controlled by these cells. The 
devastating effects of stroke are 
often permanent because brain 
cells are not replaced. 

Warning signs include a sudden 
weakness or numbness of the face, 
arm or leg on one side of the body; 
sudden dimness or loss of vision; 
loss of speech or understanding 
speech; sudden and severe 
headaches with no apparent cause; 
unexplained dizziness, especially 
along with any of the Previous 
symptoms. 

Risk factors for strokes include 


' high blood pressure, heart disease, 


smoking, high red blood count, age, 
male sex, race, diabetes mellitus, 
prior stroke and heredity.

Nearly 40 years after that 
surgery, James Elliott is using his 
rich experience to inspire and 
motivate today’s youth. 

"| try to instill some positive ideas 
in the kids | work with,” Elliott says. 
"| wasn’t supposed to live to be 
10-years-old, so if | can overcome 
what | had to, then certainly nothing 
could be much worse than that." 

What Elliott had to overcome 
was a ventricular septal defect, dra 
"hole" in his heart. An opening ex- 
isted between the two upper cham- 
bers of his heart. He had trouble 


walking up stairs, and he had to™ 


sleep near an open window to get 
enough air. Doctors said he would 
continue to get worse and die within 
a couple of years 

Open-heart surg.*y offered 
hope, but the procedure was still 
relatively new. The operation - con- 
ducted shortly after the develop- 
ment of the heart-lung machine, 
which allows surgeons to operate 
on the heart more easily - was a 
success. 

But Elliott soon had another 
obstacle to overcome. With the 
surgery complete, the eight-year- 
old was told he could not be very 
active. 

"| was never allowed to go out 
and run," he says. “People thought

I'd have a heart attack or some- 
thirlg.” Nevertheless, Elliott took up 
his own secret exercise program at 
home, following along with former 
television fitness guru Jack La- 
Lanne. Today, such an exercise 
program would be encouraged for 
someone recovering from open 
heart surgery. 

After moving to Southern Califor- 
nia, Elliot started running up and 
down Long beach. He joined a run- 
ning club in his early 30s and even- 
tually was running five-kilometer 
and 10-kilometer races. He was 


running miles in about five minutes. 
"For someone who's had two open 
heart surgeries (he had a second 
surgery in 1966), that's something,” 
he says. 

In 1984, Elliott was an Olympic 
torcher for the Los Angeles games. 
He hopes to do the same for the 
1996 Olympics in Atlanta. "It was 
really a remarkable moment in my 
life," he says. “After | ran, people 
came up all around me. They just 
mobbed me. It's a moment I'll al- 
ways cherish."

Why mortgage 
approvals take so 
long?-and how you 
can speed them up

Why does it take 20-30 days for a 
mortgage approval when you get’3 car loan 
- even a loan for the same amount as a 
house - in a matter of minutes? For home 
buyers, this can be a frustrating riddle. Ac- 
tually, there are several good reasons why 
mortgage loan approvals take so long 

1) Mortgage loans require time-con- 
suming verifications. Unlike car loans, 
mortgage loans require a title search to 
ensure that you have clear title to the 
property and an appraisal to ensure the 
house is worth what you've offered to pay. 
Mortgage companies trust you to tell the 
truth, but we still follow a “trust but verify" 
policy. So, if you say you have $5,000 a 
month in income, we still need to verify that 
with your employer. The three main sets of 
information we must verify are employ- 
ment, deposit, and rent/mortgage pay- 
ments 

2) Secondary buyers demand strict 
rules, One reason banks must verify this 
information is that secondary buyers of 
mortgages demand that we do. Banks keep 
most car loans until they're paid. But most 
mortgages today are sold on the secondary 
market. Because these buyers never get to 
meet you to assess your character, they 
must know that every fact on the loan ap- 
plication has been thoroughly verified 

3) Mortgage loans are harder to col- 
lect than car loans. If someone tails to 
make payments on a car loan, the bank 
need only repossess the car. That's not 
always easy, but it’s still easier and cheaper 
than collecting on a bad mortgage loan, It 
Can take up to nine months or more and up 
to $10,000 or more in interest in legal fees 
to pursue a foreclosure through the courts 
The borrower is responsible for the costs 
But by the timé the process is over, the 
amount owed may be well over the home's 
value 

Some situations can make the mortgage 
approval process especially slow, includ- 
ing 

* Questions on your credit repqr: Any 
issue must be resolved or explained, then 
corrected with the credit bureau. A new 
report must than be issued before closing 

* Title issues: If a title search uncovers 
past mortgages or liens onJhe property that 
haven't been released, that can delay a 
deal 

* Slow appraisal: When interest rates 
are low and the volume of new home pur- 
chases and refinancing is heavy, ap- 
praisers are working at their capacity and 
appraisals may take extra days or weeks 

For example applicants can 

* Make sure to have documentation to 
back up everything on the application such 
as the necessary tax returns, pay checks 
stub, deposit accountstatements, etc. This 
can eliminate the necessity tor time-con- 
suming verifications 

* Get true pre-approval, not just "Pre- 
qualification" for a lender before house 
hunting. Pre-approval lets you know how 
much mortgage you can afford, and means 
only the title search and appraisal must be 
finished to close the deal 

Your bank also should help by automat- 
ing the process - taking applications, 
checking credit records, ordering ap- 
praisals and even doing other verifications 
instantly using a laptop computer 

When all goes smoothly, a mortgage 
approval can take a little as a week to ten 
days. In the near future, technological im- 
provements should speed the process fur- 
ther. It still may not be as fast as aycar loan 
- but it's getting closer \

Nick the quick: a 
second round pick

But now back to Nick, even though he 
caught fire in the first half against North 
Carolina in the 1993 NCAA tournament and 
then dropped off of the face of the earth in 
the second. All of the so called experts said 
that he was more a streaky shooter with an 
attitude. Of course not showing up for NBA 
pre-draft interviews is not the right way to 
make a good impression. But while watch- 
ing Van Exel in college, | noticed that he 
displayed a certain confidence that many 
considered to be arrogance or cockiness 
but sometimes this is what can transform a 
good player into a great talent. And yes he 
does have an attitude, one that allows him 
to believe that he can play with anyone on 
the court. Now he's not saying that he is 
better but will attest that he has skills too 

The people in Columbus are spoiled and 
some don't even realize it. The last couple 
of summers Van Exel has competed in the 
local Wortington summer league and this is 
also where he gave the people a preview of 
what was to come. | can remember it like 
was yesterday, Kroger’s vs Masser Metals. 
The Kroger's squad featured Jimmy Jack- 
son, Gary Trent, Mark Baker, Chris Jent and 
Melvin Newbern, while Masser Metals fea- 
tured Van Exel and some of his Cincinnati 
brethren that made a very impressive two 
year run in the NCAA tournament with him. 
No matter how many people Kroger's threw 
at him, Van Exel continued to have his way 
and it was also at this time that he began to 
display his ultimate exclamation point of 
blowing on his hand to cool himself down 
because he was too hot. 


This attitude that he displays frustrated 
those who tried to stop him as it has many 
players in the NBA. The Lakers have made 
questionable draft picks in the past few

Watching Van Exel frustrate Seattle's 
Gary Payton was astonishing, because 
Payton is known for his defense and trash 
talking and he also can put the clamps on 
the almost anyone in the league, but against 
Van Exel, he struggled to stay even. And yes 
at times he does take questionable shots, 
but he is confident that he can knock them 
down and after a mistake he tries to make 
up for it some other way, 


And now that the Lakers haveEddie 
Jones, things are looking up in LA Land. It 
might never get to the cult level of Showtime, 


but things are happening and Van Exel is a | 


big part of it. If there was one aspect of his 
game that really impresses me it would have 
to be his quickness. He has the ability to 
shoot a three or blow past you for one of his 
unorthodox layups. Even if they do bow in 
the playoffs to San Antonio, Van Exel has 
definitely made name for himself in the 
league if we are lucky he will comeback to 
Columbus and give us more to wonder 
about on the basketball court. 

Evaluating talent is very difficult because 
no one really knows how good a player is 
going to be coming. out of college. But for 
those coming out early, beware because 
along with mental toughness it takes getting 
you body in playing shape, 

An example of someone who | believe is 
ready is OU's Gary Trent, he has worked 
very hard to get where he is and he has no 
fear which is a key ingredient. If he works on 
his outside shot which would only add to his 
package then things seem to be very bright 
for him in the future. But the one thing that 
still puzzles me to this day is why the Cavs 
brought back Danny Ferry from overseas 
and paid him all of that cash, But! guess 
you can only beat a dead horse for so long.

Winston headlines succéssful Jesse Owens Track Classic 


Ohio State junior Otis Winston of 
Toronto, Ohio, took a page out of Jesse 
Owens’ book by stealing the show at the 
track meet named in Owens honor 
Winston came in first place in the high 
jump, clearing 74 1/2", tying his own 
school record, one he originally set on 
June 3, 1993, at the NCAA outdoor 
championships 

With the entire stadium of nearly 
5,000 fans watching, Winston took three 
attempts at 7'5-3/4", but his legs hit the 
bar each time. Nonetheless, Winston's 
inning mark is an automatic NCAA 
qualifying jump, meaning he will compete 
in the outdoor championships on May 
31-June 3 in Knoxville, Tenn. 

With that jump, Winston now owns the 
top three outdoor marks in school history 
Two of those marks have come at the 
Jesse Owens Track Classic on Sunday 
and in 1993, when he jumped 7'4-1/4",a 
mark that now stands as third best, While 
Winston stole the show, the much an- 
ticipated match-up between former 


Buckeye track greats Harry ("Butch") 
Reynolds and Chris Nelloms. in the 400 
meter dash, never materialized 

Nelloms, who missed much of .the 
1994 season for Ohio State with a 
hamstring problem, had a flair-up of the 
injury, and it affected his performance 
Reynolds finished first in the race with a 
time of 45.33, while Nelloms pulled in fifth 
at 46.84. After the race Nelloms said, "If 
it (hamstring) wouldn't have popped, | 
would have caught him (Reynolds)." 

Nelloms’ former teammate Rich 
Jones (Sr., St, Alban’s, N'Y) ran his first 
400-meter race, since pulling his hamstr- 
ing at the Big Ten Indoor Championships 
in late February. Jones came in sixth 
running the event in 47.29. 

Another pair of Buckeyes had a high- 
profile dual, when senior Robert Gary 
(Sr., Evanston, Ill.) attempted to show his 
mentor, current Ohio State distance 
coach Mark Croghan, how well he had 
learned to run the 3,000-meter 
steeplechase. Croghan, a former Buck- 


eye All-American as well as an Olympian 
represented the Adidas track team, and 
showed Gary that 5 still one of the 
world's top athletes. Croghans time of 
828.77 is the best in the United States 
S80 far this year, and a new Ohio Stadium 
record. The p ous mark was held by 
none other than Mark Croghan, who ran 
a 8:29.94 at last year's Jesse Owens 
meet. Gary ended up third, running a 
time of 8:46.45 

Some current Buckeyes had their say 
as well, as the relay team of Marty Abfall 
(Sr, New London, Ohio), Ron Hatter 
Jones (Sr., West Chester, Pa.) and Clive 
Brooks (Jr, Silver Spring, Md.) ran the 
best time of the ygar for Ohio State in the 
4x400-meter relay, completing the race 
in 3;05.90, Former world record holder in 
the 110-méter high hurdles, Roger 
Kingdom won that event in 13.34. Hatter 
was fifth in the race, finishing in 14.10.1 

Other notable Ohio State female per- 
formances on the day include; Shandi 
Boyd-Pleasant (Soph.. Louisville. Ky) 


who finished second in the triple jump 
(41'11-1/4"); Lee Jackson (Sr, Euclid 
Ohio). who f ed third in the 800-meter

Can one man make a dif- 
ference?

The bruising battle over the con- 
firMation of Or. Henry Foster as 
Surgeon General -- a battle 
wrapped up in the national struggle 
over abortion rights -- will probably 
come down to a vote in the Senate 
Labor and Human Resources 
Committee 

And one of the keys {o that vote, 
which is expected to occur in the 
next several weeks, may be Ohio 
Senator Michael DeWine -- a com- 
mitted opponent of abortion 

Already, the nomination of 
Foster to a post which has a 
budget of only slightly more than 
$1 millon a year -- and has no 
formal powers other than that of 
persuasion on health care issues 

- has engaged powerful forces 
both in behalf of the nominee and 
in opposition 

The Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, the largest Protestant 
denomination in the United States 
has come out in opposition to 
Foster, because of the abortions 
he has performed 

On the other hand, the National 
Baptist Convention, the largest 
predominately-Black church body 
in the nation, has come out strong-

Already battle lines have been 
drawn in the committee, chaired-by 
Nancy Kassenbaum of Kansas 
and controlled 9-7 by Republicans, 
Ajl seven Democrats have already 
pledged to support Foster. Sen, 
James Jeffords of Vermont has 
bucked party lines to publicly an- 
nounce, after two days of hearings 
on the Foster nomination, that he 
is supporting Foster 

Foster has done “a superb job 
of taking care of the lingering, criti- 
cal issues’ in the committee hear- 
ing, Jeffords said 

Uqcommitted at this time is 
freshman Republican Bill Frist, a 
physician from Foster's home state 
of Tennessee. Democrats are at- 
tempting to court Frist for his vote 

Bul DeWine -- despite his anti

Foster, while having performed 
abortions, has said he believed the 
proceduse should be, as President 
Clinton has urged, “safe, legal, and 
rare.” 

When Foster, who had served 
as acting dean of the Meharry 
Medical School in Nashville and 
founded a teen pregnancy pro- 
gram, “| Have a Future," for which 
he was honored as a “pointof light" 
by President Bush, was originally 
nominated by President Clinton to 
replace Dr. Joycelyn Elders, he 
was generally viewed as a strong 
(and safe) choice 

He had a conciliatory style, in 
comparison to the aggressive 
Elders, who angered her op- 
ponents by a numberof comments, 
including remarks that were 
viewed as attacks on religious con- 
servatives and her comments that 
young people should be taught 
masturbation as a strategy for 
sexual abstinence -- a remark 
which finally caused the president 
to fire her

But Foster's nomination was 
quickly caught up dn the roiling 
debate over abortion, as he ap- 


weBied toes disingenuous regard, 


ing the number of abortions he had 
performed, Early in the process, 
hesaid he had performed only one; 
later, 12, and finally he said he had 
performed 39 

In the committee hearing on his 
nomination, Foster came out ag- 
gressively defending his ¢reden- 
tials, commitment -- and credibility, 
which he said “has never been 
questioned before." 

Foster said his underestimation 
of the number of abortions he had 
performed was ‘an honest mis- 
take," in which he had originally 
spoken from memory but later went 
back to his records to confirm the 
facts. 

‘I do regret the initial confusion 
that this caused,” Foster said in his 
testimony. "But there was never 
any intent to deceive. | had no 
reason to. do so.” 

He also admitted to performing 
sterilization operations on retarded 
young women in the 1960s, but 
said that this was the accepted 
medical practice at the time, and 
vigorously denied charges that he 
had participated in the infamous 
Tuskegee, Ala. study, in which

Foster said he had no 
knowledge of the slUdy'untitit was 
revealed publicly. 

Foster said that neither abortion 
nor his personal credibility should 
be the guiding factor in the debate. 

“Rather, the issues, ‘do my 
professional credentials qualify me 
to serve as Surgeon General?" 
And Foster proceeded to explain 
his 38-year career as a demonstra- 
tion of his commitment to the inter- 
ests of the poor and minorities. 

“As a doctor, | have deliberately 
chosen to work in places where 
there were serious health 
problems, but few health resour- 
ces,” Foster said 

And he defended his "| Have a 
Fulure® teen pregnancy program, 
which operates in the projects of 
Nashville, as successful. 

“Last year 24 of our students in 
our program graduated from high 
school, Of these, 16 of them are in 
college....! believe this kind of suc- 
cess is possible in every com- 
munity.” Foster pledged to "lead a 
national crusade to prevent teen
